NOTHING BUT ORDINARY PURSES, BUT 
HORSES IN PLENTY AND GOOD RACING. 



Empire City Program To Be Run at Brighton Beach 
—Belmont Park Stakes Not To Be Reduced 
1 —Fore Receives Unexpected Treat. 



New York. .Tuly 7. — A somewhat staid opening day 
of the Brighton Bea<-h Associatiiai’s summer meeting 
was ol)serv»*d at the iiopular course this aflernooii. 
Still the crowd was gratifyiiigly large, ajiproxi- 
ii.alely S.OtM), for the nuHlerate card, unrelieved by 
rich slake features. .\fier tlie races President 
I'ilzgerald i-xpressed himself as very well satistioil 
with tile first day's results, and Intimated that 
next week’s program would lie a big improvement 
<iver the inaugural one. rnfortunately, a miinher of 
race-goers were delerretl from .iourne.ying to tlie 
track by tlie blistering lieat and an overcast sky 
at noon, uliich culminated in a driving tliuudei- 
slorui at the nuist ino|i|K>rlune time. The track 
was not greatly affected by the rain, and mud 
runners were only iiKwleratel.v well served b.v the 
gidng. -\s at Sln-epsliead, no one ,s<‘eined to care for 
the tietting ring, and it was d<‘st*rted. Instead of 
the great. grtHMi grass lawns of tlie parklike Bay 
course, the crowd iiad to (.-ongregate on the sloping 
aiMl nnslieltered brick area in front of the grand 
stand and betting ring. 

Tlie racing was excellent and was participated in 
b.v many useful horses. Form jilayers had a bad 
•Mission, which is not unusual for a first day at 
Brighton Beach. Onl.v tine favorite, at odds-oa. 
Edward, rejiaid the confidence tif his backers, out- 
siders, liegiiiniiig witli .\ltnda at l.-i to 1. and end 
Ing with Tom .Mctiratli at 6 to 1. scoring in every 
Ollier race. Fnini a siiectacular stand|M>int the two- 
year-olds’ struggle at five and a half furlongs. In 
wlilch Edward, Watervliet and Merry Gift finished 
beads a|iart, after thrilling l•ontention through the 
stretch, and the steepl»H-has<‘ of doubtful issue for 
nearly two miles, and finally won bj’ Rocket, after 
WafersiK'etl’s jockey had la-cii unseated and miracu- 
loii.sl.v ret'overed right under the eyes of the spec- 
tators in time to get up and save second place, 
were the outstanding features of the afternoon's 
ra clug. 

Some of the incidents freely commented upon 
by tlie experts were Golden Pearl’s slowness In 
getting away from the laist In bis last two races, 
the fast Golden Garter colt having been virtuallv 
left at the post; I>on Enrique's waterloggeii way 
of running as an odds-on favorite; Enfield’s evident 
lack of condition and T<im McGrath’s sudden Im- 
provement over his jireceding race. 

Gfxsl stable authorit.v says that Fayette, the 
widely adverti.sed two-year-old for whitdi .Madden 
refused an offer of $4 (i.(KK» just before the running 
of the Great Trial Stakes in which he was lH‘aten 
and on top of that suffered another liad defeat In 
the last half of tlie Double Event, has all along 
Iieeji handlcapiKMl by a bad cas»> of bucked shins. 

Two arrests for alleged violation of the antl- 
ladtlng law were made in the field inclositre during 
the afternoon. One of the arrested men gave his 
liuiiie as l>‘nnon. 

The management of tlie Empire City As.sociatioii 
«if Yonkers, have definitely decided to transfer their 
meeting in August to Briglitoii Beach, where, with 
the sanction of tiie .bs-key Club, all tlielr valuable 
stakes will 1 m‘ run off. 

Big Chief was erroucousl.v sent out yesterda.v as 
the lone entry in the fonrili race. Tlie race ' was 
declared oil' under tlie riih-s, which exiiressly stipu- 
late that three liorses in three or more different 
liilen-sts must be named for an overniglit race and 
thes.- conditions were not eomplicd with in tills 
instance. 

.\ssist:iut secretary EarUH-ker of tin- Saratoga 
AssiN-iation stated at Brigliton Beach today that 
llie eleven-day meeting at tlie Spa in .\ugiist will 
isiiri'l.v Ih* «‘Xtended and tlie ndioli* quota of davs 
allotted lliem liy tlie .bs-key Cluti .schedule niav is' 
I'lin off. 

It was also otficially announced that all of tlie 
Flakes advertised for the coming fall meeting at 
Belmont Park will be decided at tlwir full value.

Conservative Figures Point to a Different Conclusion 
— ^Bookmaking and Mutuels Compared. 

Racing organizations rtirely take the public Into 
their coiifidence in respect to their, receipts. The 
disbiirsenieiits, sti far as stakes and purses are con- 
eiTiied, are iHien to any one who cares to take the 
trouble to eoiiiiiile them. The daily inside expenses 
of eoiidiietiiig a meeting, the sums paid to otticiuls. 
Ib'ket sellers, clerks, special isilice. track nieii and 
other employes is a matter of wliieli onl.v the officials 
wlio keep tlie accounts can liave acciiriile knowledge. 
But any one rea.sonahly well versed In the Aays of 
race tracks ean ap|iroxiniate the cost of this hy no 
means iiieonsiderable matter. 

I'll to and iiicliiding .Fitly 6. the present meeting 
of the Latonia .loi-kcy dull had covered tliirt.v days 
of racing. Tills was the lengtii of the suinnier 
iiieeliiig of BNI7. In the I'ourse of this iiuinber of 
days till- club has disliiirsed tfll.-ttKi in added iiione.v 
to stakes and $8d.il.'Vl in piir^'Ti, making a total of 
if!ll,.'>.'ill divided among tlie horsemen. If. tlien. an 
allowaiiee of $l.tHSi per diem for otlier ex|ienses is 
made, which would he a ver.v liberal allowance, tlie 
gross ontla.v of tlie Latonia Jia-key Club for its 
proseiit iiioetiiig would be tlie sum of :pi21,.'i.’>0 for 
tlie lliirly days.

In Hie face of tlie figures here presented tiie sng 
g(*stiiHi of a loss of SaMNTO to date seems monstrous 
and Hie general course of tlie club is indeed a 
mysterious affair. Among otlier things involved is a 
lirutally iins|M>rtsmaii1ike indiffereuee to Hie welfare 
of tile horsemen gatliered at Latonia. 

Tlieie is oue iKiiiit that should Ix' tinderstooil. 
From the start there lias lieen a deliiierute and pe.- 
sisteiit effort to discredit the miituel system of 
liettiiig as cotnp.ired with iHsikmaking. Yet tlic 
Latonia .Toi'ke.v <;iub has derived a much greater 
imxaiie from Hie mutuels this year than it dirt from 
Hie Isioks last year. That much Is a certainty. 
Here is a table giving the number of iKXiks on daily 
last year, the income derived, at $100 i>er dleni, 
from each Ixiok, and Hie daily income from the 
mutuels of this year:

12ii. shared favoritism at 
1.’! to .S with W. Hall Walker’s White Eagle, 3, 
12.3. by Gallinule — Merry Gal. which won by a head 
from W. B. Cloete’s Qiiercns, .3. 100, with W. 
Clark’s Linacre, 4, 127, third a long length liefore 
Signoriiietta. It was a peculiarly run race and not 
at all to the liking of the filly. For almost the first 
mile the pace was dreadfully slow and then it tie- 
caiiie just the opposite. Chevalier Ginistrelli’s fill.v 
prefers to Ik* going all the time and the tactics 
saw lier lieateii out of a place. .\11 the English 
critics seem to agree that W. Bnllock, who nnle 
her in Hie Derliy and Oaks, Idnnderi'il with Signor- 
iiietta. whicli should have luatle the puce instead 
of waiting for it.

Favorites 
managed to win two of tlie races, tlie successful 
clioices iM'iiig Sinieoe and I’oll.v Prim. Both won 
Hieir races in easy fashion, tlie former leading his 
oppiiiieiits friini end to end. while Polly Prim ilrew 
awa.v into an easy lead in the stretch after racing 
In close coiiipany with l.'ncle Toby. A couple of 
fiivorites were beaten through |Mior rides. Denfiis 
Stafford was easil.v tiest in his race and lost only 
tlmmgh inconiiM'teiit riding by Frajieis. This lad Is 
ail apprentice Hiat Frank D’Neill brouglit up from 
New York. Dennis Stafl'ord was lieavily backed 
liy O’Xeill and liis friends. Francis got liiiii all Intt 
left at the iMist and then ntslnsl him up on the 
outside and ois'iied a big lead on the far turn. In 
tlie streti-h lie hecaiiie rattl«*il and when Petulant 
cliiillenp'il let go liis liorse's liead and floundereil 
iilamt in Hie saddle. Tlie result was that Dennis 
Stafford tired and Petulant got up and Ix'at him 
in tile closing strides. D'Xeill was so put out with 
Francis’ exliildtioii Hint li<‘ told the Isiy lie would 
liiivi' to eoiitiiie his riding to ('xerclsiiig until he 
tMH'iinie more lonipeteiit. 

.liM-key Eddie Walsh's efforts to get Siincoe away 
first from Hie post in the fifth race led to liis sns 
lieii.-iioii for Ten days liy the starter. 

.\mitlier riiler came in foi’ ollieial censure. Del- 
atiy. wlio liad Hie imumt on Fnele Toby in tlie lian- 
dieap. Iieiiig suspended for tlie reuialiider of the 
week for rougli riding. tVIieii entering tlie home 
.siretcli. wliere I’oll.v Prim made Iier effort. Delahy 
carrieil lii'r to Hie mitside fi*m*e. lint tlie mare w.is 
gisai emiugli to eoiiie on and easily dis|wise of rncle 
roliy ill tlie streteli.

erty of .1. E. Widener, and a mare owned by Rom-’ 
Respess.

Miles in 2:29 Over Newbury Course. 



Dmild’s five-year-old chestnut horse Spate, 
hy The Riisli — Chemistry. June 2.'i, z*. Xewliury. 
England, won the Xewliury Summer Cup of $6,2.50 
at oue ami one-half miles, in 2:2!l — a new retxird 
for England. .Spate was ridden by W. Saxby ami 
carried loll pounds. 

Tlie .Vinerican record for the distance, 'which has 
stood for ten years, is the 2:30J of Gooilrich, which 
at Washington Park. July 10. 1S9S. in the race for 
the Hrcat Western Handicap, beat What-er-lon, 109; 
•Morle Fciiise. UiH; Bing Biiiger, 111), and Candelaria, 
104. (bxxlrich carrlisl 102 lamnds, was a tlirei'- 
year-old li.v Patron — Editli Gra.v, owned by W. H. 
Landeiiiaii. and was at 6 to 1 in the betting. Tommy 
Burns rod«' HiNidricIi in tlie race. 

Df S|iate, his race and tlie record, the I^indon 
Sportsman sa.ys; ’’Spate, in winning the Xewlmry 
Cap over a niile and a half in 2:29, created a record 
for tliat distance. The previous Ix'st time was hy 
Airsliip, In tlie .Mancliester Cup. June, BKCi, the time 
then iM'lilg 2;.30i. Other fast times over the dls 
taiice had been accomplished by Rosebiirn, 2:.’!05: 
Avidit.v, 2:30j; Santoi, 2:31. When Bend Or won 
the Gold Cup at Epsom he took 2:40 to cover the 
mile and a lialf.” 

The Sportin,g Life says of the performance: “Of 
course. Spate, apart from his light weiglit. had 
everything in his favor, for tlie going was fast and 
Hie atniosiibere ideal. Xewliury. however. Is hardlv 
tlie yeinie where one would have looked for a feat 
of Hiis sort, because it lias alwa.vs Ix'cu regarded as 
a severe course.’’ 

Bcdiind Spate in the race were two good race- 
liorses in M'nff.v and All Black. Dannv Maher hav- 
ing Hie inoniit on Hie latter. Siiate was at 10 to 3 
in tile betting, won easil.v liy two lengths and was 
a trailer until a furlong frmn tlie finish. 

ELDER TO TAKE CASES TO GRAND JURY. 

New York. .Inly 7. — It Is known that acting Dist- 
rict Attorney Elder of Kings count.v is preiiariiig 
to la.v before the grand jury on Wednesda.v a com- 
plaint tliat the race track management is receiving 
$12 a day from each liookiuaker at the course for 
I'cttlug privib'ges. Mr. Elder is expected to snhniit 
to the jury evidence in support of his contention and 
it is expected that .1. G. Cavanagh. who was man- 
a.ger of tlie old lieitlng ring, will he stibiKienaed 
to testify. It is the contention of the bookmakers 
that they pay $12 for advance Information of jock- 
eys, seratelies and added starters of each race, but 
Mr. Elder as.serls this is only a subterfuge. 

BREEDER HANCOCK’S IDEA OF IT. 

Tiie well-known breeder. K. .T. Hancock, of Char- 
iot lesville. Va.. writes to the Thorouglilired Record:

LATONIA MEETING CLOSES. 

EFFORTS OF HORSEMEN TO PROVIDE FOR CON- 
TINUING THE SPORT PROVE UNAVAILING. 

Much Indignation Over the Action of the Club Offi- 
cials — Last Day's Racing Attractive— „ 
Olambala To Be Sent East. 



Cincinnati. 0., July 7. — Latonia racing, after 
lasting thirty-one days, and with ten more days 
allotted by the Kentucky Racing Commission, came 
to a sudden termination tixla.v, after an abrupt 
aiinonneenient of Hu ' jockey club’s directors of a 
di.scontlnnance, claiming that to prolong the meet- 
ing here would entail adilltiomil losses. This 

decision of the clnb came as a surprise to the ma- 
jority of the hor.sem.en, who Immediately set about 
devising means and plans to continue. The.v at once 
Imgaii a nnmlier of i iiformal conferences and by race 
time a general rumor was current that they wouH 
Ix' successful In lea ring tlie track and running the 
meeting u[i to July 18. 

.Vt the conferences of the horsemen it was de- 
cided to go along with the meeting If they could, 
secure a lease of the track from the management. 
The Iwir.semen wlxi constitnteil themselves as bead 
of affairs were W illiam (lerst. T. 1\ Hayes and 
George IloIIe. Tin -ir intention was to maintain th:* 
meeting on tlie following lines: That current run- 

ning expenses wer*e to he deducted from the gate 
receipts, niutuel atid auction pool percentages, the 
remainder to go to one general pool and be pro- 
ratetl as purse n toney for six dally races. The 
winners were to rxieelve seventy-five per cent, sec- 
onds fifteen and t lilrds ten. The above three gen- 
tlemen, representi ng the horst'men, held a confer- 
ence in the after noon with the clnb management, 
but met with no : mccess on account of certain con- 
ditions tliat could not be overcome. The principal 
ones were that Hire deputation refused to furnish a 
bond that would i ibsolve the asfiociatlon from losses 
and also to insiiri ; horsemen the payment of purses 
and the liquidatii m of general expenses. As these 
conditions could i tot be accedeil to negotiations fell 
through and the closing race witnessed the shut-down 
of this jilaut for' its term of spring and summer 
racing, and {lossi bly for the present year. 

The possible action of the Kentucky Racing Com- 
mission on the pr Mnature and unexpected close of the 
meeting can only be conjectured. Much feeling was 
manifested Ixith among horsemen and some of the 
race-goers becaii! le the meeting had been ended with- 
out notice. This was intensified by the fact that 
some ten days igo when a reduction in purses had 
been allowed b;/- the Racing Commission announce- 
ment hud been made by the management that the 
mf'eting would go on and rnn out the full forty-imo 
days permitted b.v the commission. It was a geuer- 
all.v expressed view that in any event and under the 
worst of j'irciii iistances the meeting, after annmince- 
ment of fts cl ose, should have been oontlnned to tlie 
end of the wi.*ek in (X'der to give turfmen a breath- 
ing spell in which to make plans for the future. 

The day’s racing developed nothing sensational. 
-Vn evenly ba lanced card provided fair entertainment 
for a giHxl c *<iwd. The s|>e<‘nIation on the different 
races was of large volume and, as well-backed horses 
were the contenders at the finishes, the majority of 
rai-e-gix'rs h »<1 a profitable afternoon. 

The showing of Olaniliala, J. M. Greener’s prom- 
ising two-.V‘.’ar-old. was a sterling one and he looms 
up as a 'prospective strong contender for honors 
among the fasliioiialile youngsters now running Ui 
the east, ns he will lie shipped there in the near 
future to nieasitre strides wltli some of the cracks 
in nndecii'ied stakes of that section. 

.Toi'ke.v V. Bowers carried off the riding honors, 
piloting tjiree of Hie afternixin’s winners. In addi- 
tion to having the mount on Olambala, he was 
astride Jlirth and Lady Esther.

BETTING COMPLICATIONS IN NEW YORK. 



Oral Wagers Give the Active Authorities Little cr 
No Chance for a Case, 



New York. July 7. — There is no reason to doubt 
that tlie eoniidenee of the public in racing Is i.s 
strong a.s ever. The splendid crowd at the Shei p.-- 
head Bay track Last Saturday jiroved conclusively 
that the tiirf still has a firm bold on thousands of 
men and women. The iirivilege of any man to 
make an oral bet with some friend or acqnaintane..* 
without fear of lieiiig nrreste'l, as set forth In Jus- 
tice Bischoff’s opinion in the t'ollins case, has ser.cd 
to dispel fear on tin' part of many former patrons, 
who are tsiw otniing liack t«i the track in large 
iiiinilHTs. Like cvcrylhiiig m w. tlic credit sysleni 
of dn’ng liiisiiie^s on the races seems decidedl.v <s!d 
and ditlicult. loit in tlie <-oiirsc of lime it is lielicvid 
that the piildlc will la'come arciistouied to the sys- 
tem and «lll lie we]l protected, i<k>. 

If. ns Justice Kischoff says. It is legal to make 
an oral wager and pay after the raee. there Is noth- 
ing to prevent persons establishing credit wltii a 
layer away from the track. In tliat way welching 
would be Imfsissllile. while iiolioily eould overplay 
blmself "on the notl.” A man could play uii lo 
the limit of his credit, hut no longer. There is t.o 
trouble about the t>ettlug end of the [iroblem .it al!. 
S't long as a bettor does not hand casli wagiT' i.> 
u layer wlieii he makes his selection, lie is within 
the law. and according to the jiolice he cannot !>e 
arrested. 

.Neitlier can a layer be taken into custody if be 
pcceitU tbetie verlwl wasers and makes ao rec<jrd 



of the same. There Is tin violation of the law. say 
the (vdli'e. if he keeps a record of these bets in 
Ills hi'ail or tells iliem to some friends who have 
exci licnt nienioric.s. 

•'If these fvictids sec fit to repeat the tratisactioiis 
to other friends. Imw can aiiy|Kidv Prove tliat feecrds 
of Ihe wagers hove l»:cii inaiie'' Atlil if sneli |iroof 
can be oidaified liOiv l-ail It Is- legall.v shown that 
there Is a t-oilnecf liiii la twet-n the man who rei'ords 
a wager on Ids proiirtuil ami the tuail wlio accepted 
the iH't in till' first idncp'c* Said a police official 
yesterday In discussing tlie cas<'. 

“A\e know tli-lt the vital launt in the new betting 
law is the rCccrding of wagers, and we liave ar- 
ri'steil several inen at the track wltliin the last few 
days for making nienioriindutiis. But we have got 
to go slow. The iKilice «lei>artineiit cannot aric;t 
ever.v nian who is s*>eii writing figures ami words 
on hi.s program Is'caiise if he can prove his Inno- 
cence he can bring suit for false arrest. It Is a 
h.aril proldi'in lo s<dve. but we intend to exercise 
all tlie vlgilanci- iKssilde."

doxeii friends. Soinel»Kly would push his way' thronsh 
the crowd and whlsiKT In the sporting nian’s car. 
Hie latter would either tusi assent or shake his he.iil 
in .the ip'gative. If it was ti no<l. the sporting man 
qniekly wlilspered to another man at liis elt«)w 
who walked away. Tlie latter did not write anv 
iniiig iiji his program, hut met a third man to wlmin 
he said a few words. The third man was lost in 
till* crowd in a jiffy. Did he record tlie wager *t If 
ho did it was done .so cleverly that noliodv eenid 
detect him in the act. .Viid that was tlie w,ay tlie 
sporting man made oral bets with his friends. No 
money was isistcd with liim. -he displa.ved no (aids 
and Ills conversiitiuii with customers was strictly 
private.

Ihe track. As far as the display of prices on the 
program is concenu'ii. it is said that the race track 
men intend to have a test case soon to determine 
that iioiiit.
